For several months the local shops 


and roundhouse have been crowded 
to more than capacity and the need 
lor more equipment and more help 
has been strongly felt. 
Facilities 


nave been much increased during the 
last few weeks and the shops and 
roundhouse force is larger now than 
it has ever been. 


The question of economy and effi- 


ciency ' has probably been a reason 
tor the decision of the officials to 
move the repair departments to New 
Smyrna, this city being the most im 
portant division point on tie main 
line, asgpell as headquarters for the 
•Orange -City wrfetion and Okeechobee 
branch lines, both of which are heavy 
'feeders to the business of the main 
line. Heretofore it has been neces 
sary to carry the heavy work from the 
south part of the system through 
New Smyrna to St Augustine and 
then send it back again, causing heavy 
Expense and loss of time. With_the 
•jnain shops located here the work 
can be sent to the shops from both 
directions and eliminate a big por- 
tion of the long haul back- and forth. 


In connection with this move it is 


also reported the shops at Miami are 
to be enlarged and equipped to take 
care, of all but the heaviest 'work 
worn the south end and that much 
more work will be done at M,i»mi 
than in the past.

passenger trains after the end of next 
week and the schedule of passengar 
trains will be the same as it has been 
in former summer seasons, three 
paessenger trains each way daily. 


The flrst change in schedule will 1,9 


made next Wednesday, when the last 
run of the Palm Beach

trains Nos. 33 and 34, will be made 
and the trains discontinued. 


Trains Nos. 11 and 12, the Royal 


Palm, through train between Cincin- 
nati and Miami, will be discontinued 
after April 6, and trains Nos. 35 and 
36, through trains carrying Seaboard 
and Atlantic yoast Line cars, will also 
be discontinued after that date. Nos. 
87 and 88, the train de luxe between 
New York and Miami,'will be discon- 
tinued after April 6. 


The usual trains will be operated 


through the summer season.

-Nos. 85 and 86, the Atlantic Coast 
Linp Oversea Limited, will-be run as 
formerly between New York and Key 
West.Xos.

municipality, asking 


that an election be called for the nam-

:his election.

then prepares a charter to govern 
city affairs and .this charter is submit- 
ed to the people for adoption or re- 
oction. 


It is said the petitions prepared for 


•irculation here will be presented to 
he city council as soon as the re- 
quired number of qualified electors' - 
iignatures have been obtained. 


This would correspond to Palm Beach 
and West Palm Beach. In this way 
the name of Coronado would not be 
lost and $Jew Smyrna could be identi- 
fied with a beach resort having the 
same name.
